WOEFUL TALE

Ever. year, within a few hours after he has 

won. the Wimbledon men’s singles tennis 
championship, Frederick J. Perry receives a 
eablegram from the American professional.ten-_ 
nis promotor, William (Bill) O’Brien, offering | 
him a fortune to forsake the amateur ranks and~ 
turn professional 


This year was' no exception. O’Brien cabled an offer of 


: £2,000 and a four-months tour of the United States to commence 


jon January 1, 1937. Perry has not'so far committed himself, be- 
yond admitting that such an offer.has been received. 

This offer is particularly interesting this year, in view of 
a story carried in the Mew York Herald Tribune,-in which O’Brien - 
reveals that professional tennis in America is in a critical state. 
The offer to Perry is rather like the last desperate grab by 2 
drowning man at a straw. Perry, in this case the straw, could, 
it seems, save O’Brien’s tennis professionals from sinking into 
oblivion. 

The reasons for this state of 
affairs appears to be that the 
American public has all, but 
lost interest in “pro”. tennis, 
and “gate” receipts are ex- 
tremely meagre. : 

O’Brien’s Story 

In his. story to the Herald- 
Tribune, O’Brien reveals that after 
the last five months tour he” was 
“out” £840 of his own money be- 
cause of having to pay the salaries: 
of shis players out of his own 
{pocket on account of insufficient 
box office receipts. He said that 
on one evening alone the receipts 
‘Jamounted to only: 77 dollars (about 
£15). 

The harassed promotor, who two 
or three years ago put professional 
tennis on the map ‘with 2 loud 
bang, is so discouraged that he is 
going to interest himself in base- 
ball promotion’ in’ Pennsylvania: 
through this ‘summer, and then 
may take up boxing promoting in 
the Autumn.
